A Parliamentary return of the number of halfpenny stamps issued for Newspaper Supplements 
during 1852 has just been published: it appears from this return that, among the London daily 
oi the Times had 10,650,000; the Morning Herald and Daily News, each 10,000 ; Evening 
ournal, 2,000. Among the London weekly papers the Illustrated London News takes the lead 
with respect to the halfpenny stamps, figuring in the list with 1,933,728; Lloyd’s Weekly Paper 
had 132,674; News of the World, 81,700; Weekly Dispatch, 218,852. Of English provincial 
papers the following had to make use of the largest issues of halfpenny stamps:—Leeds Mercury, 
512,000; Liverpool Mercury, 400,500; Manchester Courier, 294,000; Manchester Examiner,” 
432,018; Manchester Guardian, 588,000. Among the Welsh papers the only one worth noting is 
the Monmouthshire Merlin, with 4,000 halfpenny stamps: this stands highest on the Welsh list, 
and “‘ Yr Amersan,” a paper published in the language of the country, is lowest: it had 668 stamps. —
